December 27, 1835, in the second story of the old courthouse 
building in Brazoria, and Holland Lodge No. 36, under dis- 
pensation, was instituted and opened.“ However, it was hardly 
opened when the Mexican army ended its labors in February, 
1836. 

In the meantime, Grand Master John Henry Holland of the 
Grand Lodge of Louisiana granted a formal charter to Holland 
Lodge No. 36 on January 27, 1836.“ On January 29, 1836, Hol- 
land dispatched the charter to the lodge in Texas by John M. 
Allen of Louisiana Lodge No. 32,“ along with the following
